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Navy Selection Board Meets Dec. 8 


Broader Foreign Duty 
Policy Being Studied 


FevAL opportunity for officers of all 
arms of the service to do foreign 
assignments looms in the near. future. 

During the past few years, foreign- 
duty assignments in the Infantry, Cav- 
alry, Field Artillery, Coast Artillery 
and Corps of Engineers have varied 
greatly. Whereas at the present time 
there are but 4 per cent of the Cavalry 
officers on duty outside the territorial 
limits of the United States, this number 
as to the Coast Artillery is close to 30 
per cent. 

In order to equalize conditions and 
give officers of the various arms of the 
service the same opportunity to get the 
benefits of serving on foreign duty as- 
signments, a study was made by G-1 of 
the War Department General Staff and 
decision has been reached to allow a 
limited number of officers of the Infan- 
try, Cavalry, Field Artillery and Gorps 
of Engineers do duty with the Coast 
Artillery overseas. 

A letter was sent to all officers of 
these arms who have volunteered for 
foreign duty asking as to whether they 
would desire duty with the Coast Artil- 
lery Corps overseas. Then it being 
concluded that this would not necessar- 
ily give a true estimate as to the de- 
sires of all of the officers of the other 
arms, a circular was issued by The Ad- 
jutant General, under the date of Nov. 
6, instructing every officer of these 
arms to inform the AGO as to whether 
he desires foreign duty with the Coast 
Artillery Corps. 

When the results of this survey have 
been completed it is expected that some 
determination will be made as to the 
assignment of officers to everseas duty 
in this manner. 

Below appears The Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s circular on the subject: 

The following is published for the in- 
formation and guidance of all officers 
of Infantry, Cavalry, Field Artillery 
and the Corps of Engineers: 

1. Opportunity for duty with the 
Coast Artillery Corps at oversea sta- 
tions will be extended to a limited num- 
ber of officers of other arms who vol- 
unteer for such service. 

2. Duty with the Coast Artillery 
Corps in such cases is for the purpose

Charge Travel Expenses 


(TRAVEL expenses of officers of the 

Regular Army assigned duty with 
one of the training components or with 
one of the non-military activities of 
the Army, will be charged against the 
appropriation for the activity which 
the officer is assigned to, new Army 
regulations governing the Finance De- 
partment provide. 

Although in the past this had been 
done as to certain of the training and 
non-military activities, for the first 
time it has been made inclusive of all 
activities of this kind and for the first 
_time appears as a “statement of pol- 
icy” in regulations. 

Charges will be made not only for 
mileage, but for all expenses, including 
transportation of dependents, baggage, 
household effects, etc., incident to a 
change of station, and will be made 
against the appropriation of the spe- 
cial activity not only upon assignment 
to the duty, but also when relieved 
and assigned to a new station with the 
Regular Army. 

The activities included in the desig- 
nation “training components and non- 
military activities” are: The National 
Guard, Organized Reserves, Reserve 
Officers’ Training Corps, Citizens’ Mil- 
itary Training Camps, National Board 
for Promotion of Rifle Practice, the 
Fredericksburg and Spotsylvania Coun- 
ty Battle Fields Memorial, Petersburg 
National Military Park, Stones River 
National Military Park, Survey of Bat- 
tle Fields, and River and Harbor Im- 
provement,

ARKING a double departure from 

“ existing procedure, the annual 
Selection Board of the Navy will be 
convened on Dec. 8 to recommend of- 
ficers of the line for promotion to 
grades of rear admiral, captain and 
commander to fill estimated vacancies 
during the calendar year 1931. 

Headed by Adm. Jehu V. Chase, Com- 
mander-in-chief, U.S. Fleet, the board 
as announced by Secretary Adams 
consists of Vice Adm. Richard H. 
Leigh, Commander. Battleship - Di- 
visions, Battle Fleet; Vice Adm. Arthur 
L. Willard, Commander Scouting Fleet; 
Rear Adm. Lucius A. Bostwick, Com- 
mandant 4th Naval District; Rear 
Adm. John R. Y. Blakely, member Gen- 
eral Board; Rear Adm. David F. Sel- 
lers, Judge Advocate General; Rear 
Adm. Harris Laning, President Naval 
War College; Rear Adm. Harry E. Yar- 
nell, Chief of the Bureau of Engineer- 
ing, and Rear Adm. Walton R. Sexton, 


Commander Destroyer Squadrons, 
Scouting Fleet. 

In returning to the old custom of 
December meetings, as provided for in 
the act of 1916, the department departs 
from the custom since the World War 
of having the board convene in June. 

The second departure is in the make- 
up of the board itself, which includes 
more “young .blood” than its predeces- 
sors. Adm. Pratt is-not on the board, 
though in the past the Chief of Naval 


and several of the members are com- 
parative “youngsters.” 

While the maximum number to be 
selected is given as 6 rear admirals, 18 
captains and 30 commanders, in the de- 
partment announcement, this may vary 
somewhat by the action of the board 
under the precept given it.

Large Cut in Cavalry Quota 
Reported by Gen. Henry 


‘THE actual recruiting strength of the 
Cavalry has been reduced, it is 
revealed in the annual report of Maj. 
Gen. Guy V. Henry, Chief of Cavalry. 
The report for the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1930, shows that since 1920 
there has been a reduction of 58 per 
cent in that fighting arm of the service. 
The full text of the official extracts 
of Gen. Henry’s report as made public 
by the War Department follows: 

While the authorized strength of the 
Cavalry is 8,315, its actual recruiting 
strength has been limited to 8,078. 
Under date of July 1, 1930, The Adjut- 
ant General advised this office. that, 
effective July 1, 1930, the recruiting 
allotment would be reduced to 7,974 
men. 

The authorized strength of the Cav- 
alry in 1920 was 20,000 enlisted men. 
The present authorized strength is 
8,315 men (actual recruiting strength, 
7,974), or a reduction of 58 per cent 
during the ten-year period. 

Further experimentation with the 
two-squadron regiment, peace-time or- 
ganization, confirms the wisdom of our 
three-squadron war strength organiza- 
tion. 

General Traning. a. During the 
eurrent year the Cavalry has been 
most fortunate in its opportunities for 
extensive maneuyer training. 

During October, the Cavalry Division, 
less the 5th Cavalry, but with the 10th 
Cavalry attached, carried out exten- 
sive maneuvers in the vicinity of Ft. 
Bliss, Tex. 

In May, 1930, the 1st Brigade, less 
the 1st Cavalry, but with the 12th Cav- 
alry and Troop A, ist Armored Car 
Squadron, attached, participated in 
combined maneuvers with the 2nd Di- 
vision in the vicinity of Fullerton, Tex. 

Much valuable experience was gained 
from these maneuvers, particularly in 
_connection with the use and value of 
motorized units.

Gen. MacArthur Welcomed 
In Omaha; Due Here Nov. 15 








Omaha, Neb., Nov. 6 (by telegraph 
to the Army and Navy Journal) .— 
Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, USA, 
who is en route from the Pacific Coast 
to Washington, where he will become 
Chief of Staff on Nov. 21, arrived here 
Nov. 4, was the recipient of honors 
from the leading civilians of the city as 
well as from his Army friends, and de- 
parted Nov. 6 for. Kansas City. 

Gen. MacArthur told the newspaper 
men who came to interview him that 
his visit to Omaha was a personal one 
to see ‘his old friend, Maj. Gen. Johnson 
Hagood, commanding the 7th Corps 
Area. The general, who wore civilian 
clothes. throughout his visit, made no 
inspection of troops or installations. 

The general left San Francisco Oct. 
30 for Los Angeles. He left Los An- 
geles Nov. 1 for Cheyenne, arriving 
there Nov. 3, leaving the next day for 
Omaha. Nov. 6 and 7 he visited Ft. 
Leavenworth and Ft. Riley. 

Gen. MacArthur plans to leave Kan- 
sas City on the morning of Nov. 9 for 
El Paso, Tex., where he will spend Nov. 
10, leaving there that evening for San 
Antonio. 

He will leave San Antonio, accord- 
ing to his present plans, Nov. 13, for 
Washington, D. C., arriving there at 
8:45 o’clock the evening of Saturday, 
Nov. 15. 

He was entertained here at luncheon 
Nov. 5 by the Greater Omaha Associa- 
tion. Among those present to do him 
honor were Mr. James E. Davidson, 
president of the Nebraska Power Com- 
pany; Mr. Carl Raymond Gray, presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific System, and 
Mr. Gray, president of the First Na- 
tional Bank. 

Gen. Hagood introduced the visitor to 
the guests at the luncheon. 

“T shall introduce to you,” Gen. Ha- 
good said, “my friend, Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, the most brilliant, the most dis- 
tinguished, and the most gallant officer 
in the American Army.

Election May Realign 


Service Committees 


GENERALLY viewed as a repudia- 

tion of the administration policies, 
including the conduct and support of 
the London disarmament conference, 
the results of the elections are being 
scanned by those interested in Na- 
tional Defense to determine the deeper 
significances: and the effect it will 
have on legislation in the 72nd Con- 
gress. 

While it appears that the Repub- 
licans will be able to organize the 
Senate, the situation in the House is 
doubtful at the time of this writing. 
The closeness of the party balance in 
both chambers takes away any positive 
assurance as to which party will be 
able to control.. The illness, or any 
other contingency that would prevent 
attendance, of a few members easily 
could enable the other party to put 
their leaders into control. 

From present indications, the hard- 
est hit of the four naval and military 
committees is the House Military Af- 
fairs, which loses eight of its pres- 
ent membership via the primary and 
election route. Representative W. 
Frank James, of Michigan, the chair- 
man, was returned as was Represen- 
tative Harry C. Ransley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, the next ranking Republican, but 


that committee will not be among thos2 
present when the committee meets in 
the Fall of 1931. 


Those four are Representative B. 
Carroll Reece’ of Tennessee, who lost 
his seat te O. B. Lovette, an Independ- 
ent Republican; John C. Speaks, of 
Ohio, leading protaganist of the Na- 
tional Guard, failed of re-election, a 
Democrat, ... P. Lamneck, having been 
elected in his place; Representative J. 
Mayhew Wainwright, of New York, 
did not run, but another Republican, 
Charles D. Millard, will come in his 
place, and Representative James P. 
Glynn, of Connecticut, whose seat will 
be taken by Edward A. Goss, Repub- 
lican. 

Representative James A. Hughes, of 
West Virginia, gave way. to Robert L, 
G. Hogg, also a Republican. Repre- 
sentatives Harold G. Hoffman, of New 
Jersey, and George M. Pritchard,. of 
North Carolina, did not run in the 
election, but both of these seats will 
be occupied by Democrats, William H. 
Sutphin and Zebulon Weaver. ie 

The Democrat on the House Mili- 
tary Committee who failed to return— 
Representative Hubert F. Fisher, of 
Tennessee, did not run but another

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Public Opinion Demands Congressional Action Upon Service Pay 
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Question 





PUBLic opinion at the present time is more than ever squarely behind the 
movement for increased service pay. 

That this is true, there can be no doubt, taking the editorial expressions of 
newspapers and periodicals over the whole country as representative of feel- 
ings of the reading public. Organs of both major parties, as well as inde- 
pendent journals in every state and important city, have urged the enactment 
of a pay increase for the services. Magazines of nation-wide circulations have 
editorially and by means of feature articles aided the movement. And during 
the last few months, this great tide of public expression has not ebbed with 
the inaction of Congress—rather it has increased greatly. With the opening 
of the short session next month, the country demands immediate attention to 
this important national question. 


“THE plea for adequate pay for men in the Army, Navy, and other branches 

of the national service should engage the active sympathy of every citi- 
zen,” declares the San Diego Tribune (Republican). ‘Usually where matters 
involving expenditures come before Congress the public willingly trusts the 
necessary examination and scaling down to the diverse forces that influence 
the guardians of the Treasury. If a particular measure is treated too liberally 
the interests of the general public will always be protected by vigorous 
outspoken opposition. Minority groups, both large and small, nearly always 
enjoy some representation if for no other reason than that they represent a 
definite number of votes and, therefore, potential power. 

“The minority made up of Service people constitutes one conspicuous ex- 
ception to this rule.” - 


“"MYHE inability to draw a salary adequate for the demands of dignity has 

forced many officers from the Service into civilian employment in recent 
years, and that condition constitutes a national danger,” says the Honolulu 
Star-Bulletin (Independent Republican). 


“BP ECAUSE the defenders of the American people. the rank and file of the 

Army, Navy and Marine Corps, are not in politics, and attend strictly to 
business, they often are overlooked when passing around the benefits which 
Uncle Sam bestows on his large family,” states the Los Angeles Evening Herald 
(Independent). “For instance, the pay scale of these loyal servants was care- 
fully revised in 1908—that’s 22 years ago—and it hasn’t been touched since, 
except in spots.” 


¥ AGITATION for revision of service pay schedules was brought to a head in 

July, 1929, when a board was organized for the specific purpose of con- 
sidering this question and made a report,” comments the Hannibal, Mo. Courier 
Post (Independent). “The Senate appointed a committee during the recent ses- 
sion to study the matter, but adjournment was taken without even filing a re- 
port by the committee. Meanwhile all branches of the Service are nursing 
grievances because of inadequate pay. It is admitted that promotion and pay 
of uniformed services are difficult questions, but it is vital to morale and effi- 
ciency that the officers be given as few causes as possible for dissatisfaction 
and that they be adequately compensated.” 


ALLING attention to the rates of pay for engineers under the Civil Service, 
the Rockford, Ill. Republic (Republican) states: “The Army and Navy Journal 
takes occasion to point out that an Army colonel of engineers may expect to 
draw $4,000 base pay at the end of 26 years of service. * * * In other words, 
a good engineer in the Civil Service starts at $600 more per year than the 


s.. 


“TE THE Army and Navy are to maintain a proper state of efficiency, if the 

morale of the services is to be kept at a high point, if men of ability ang 
high attainments are to be secured to enter as officers, and if unrest and dig. 
content are to be kept out of all ranks,” declares the Lexington, Ky. Leadep 
(Republican), “the country must see that justice is done in the matter of re 
muneration.” 


“THERE have been many arguments in favor of better pay for the men in the 
Service, particularly for the officers in the lower grades, who have g 

struggle to get along,” avers the Montgomery, Ala. Advertiser (Democratic), 

“It is high time that the Government took action to remedy the situation.” 


“THE cost to the country of giving its Army, Navy and Marine officers ade 

quate pay would be small, but that is beside the point,” states the Newport 
News, Va. Press (Democratic). “Patriotic Americans do not desire those who 
maintain the defenses of the country to serve at salaries which are inadequate, 
As the average officer is without influence or ‘pull’ with Congress, it is up to 
the rest of us to let Congress know that the people of the United States are 
able and willing and even anxious to pay livable salaries to those who are devot 
ing their lives to the service of their country.” 


“WV HEN the American Legion meets in annual convention at Boston next week, 
it owes a duty to the nation that veterans of the great war ought to be 
ashamed to shirk,” states the Baltimore News (Independent). “This is the 
duty of exposing to the American people the indefensible refusal of the Fed. 
' pe: Government to give adequate compensation to the Army, Navy and Marine 
orps.’ 


“FEW departments of the government service offer pay as inadequate as in 

the Army and Navy,” states the Columbus, Ga. Enquirer Sun (Democratic), 
“The pay of Army men from the top to the bottom is much below what the 
same training and ability would command in civil life. * * * Uncle Sam is 
anything but a liberal boss when it comes to paying his fighting men, and the 
few dollars it would take to raise their pay at least to the level of civil life 
for similar ability and service should be voted without hesitation. The United 
SS rich enough to do this, and her capable fighting men more than de 
serve it. 


“WE EXPECT and we get a great deal of unselfish devotion from our offi. 

cers,” states the New York Herald Tribune (Independent Republican), 
“The devotion and professional interest are such that, if the pay is not. in 
creased, most of them will stay in the service. But it is not fair to keep them 
on a pittance so out of keeping with their ability and with the living costs of 
the day. One can but hope that at the next session Congress will take helpful 
action on the matter.”

improved instruction in riding and 
care of animals was evinced by the 
rapid rate of march maintained. On 
many occasions regiments moved at 
better than seven miles an hour for 
distances up to forty miles, while on 
several occasions marches in excess of 
fifty miles a day were carried out with- 
out unduly distressing the horses. 

For the period from March, 1929, 
to June 30, 1930, covering the disturb- 
ances on the Mexican border and man- 
euvers, the following long marches 
were made by Cavalry units: 

ist Cavalry—700 miles 
7th Cavalry—460 miles 
8th Cavalry—300 miles 
10th Cavalry—570 miles 
5th Cavalry—700 miles 
12th Cavalry—600 miles 

b. In addition to the above-mentioned 
maneuvers, Cavalry units in the Third 
and Fourth Corps Areas had the ad- 
vantage of combined training with the 
other arms, which included a march of 
about 600 miles by the 6th Cavalry. 

c. In all regiments the year has been 
marked by the added emphasis given to 
practice marches, both day and night, 
under all sorts of weather conditions. 

d. Use of arms. Consistent improve- 
ment in the use of arms has been main- 
tained. 

Inspection reports and personal in- 
spections by the Chief of Cavalry have 
shown that a very high state of effi- 
ciency exists in all branches of training 
in all the regiments. The rich 
Trophy Test for Cavalry troops and the 
Leadership Test for Small Units both 

roduced most gratifying results. The 

on-commissioned Officers’ Course at 
the Cavalry School continues to much 
more than justify itself. The standard 
of efficiency attained by the men is 
most satisfactory. 

Training films. Two training films 
pertaining to the cavalry rifie platoon, 
and, in particular, to its drill and tac- 
tical employment, have been nearly 
completed. These films will be issued 
in both standard and in 16 millimeter 
(small camera for home use) sizes. 
There has been considerable demand 
for these films. 

A valuable training film- depicting 








riding at the Italian Cavalry Schools 
has been obtained and reproduced for 
instructional purposes. 


Seventy-eight regular officers, 17 Na- 
tional Guard, and 8 Reserve officers at- 
tended the Cavalry School, Ft. Riley, 
Kans., during the fiscal year 1929-1930. 

Citizens’ Military Training Camps. 
The Cavalry camps conducted during 
the past year gave excellent results. 
The number enrolled was 1,684, of 
which 1,629 completed the courses. 

As a result of experience gathered 
at the Ist Cavalry Division maneuvers 
near El Paso, Tex., in 1929; the ar- 
mored cars of Troop A, Ist Armored 
and a turret added to the medium cars. 
Car Squadron, were modified locally 
Although the formal report of the 
maneuvers in which these cars partici- 
pated this Spring has not been received, 
all data indicate that the addition of a 
turret to the medium car was suc- 
cessful and a desirable feature. 

Under date of January 27, 1930, the 
Secretary of War granted authority to 
the Quartermaster General to expend 
$20,000.00 to carry on experimentation, 
with the advice of the Chief of Cav- 
alry, for the purpose of developing a 
definite and satisfactory type of ar- 
mored car, together with appropriate 
trucks. This sum was expended to 
equip the Provisional Platoon, Troop A, 
2nd Armored Car Squadron, with 11 
armored cars and 2 trucks. 

This platoon is now at the Holabird 
QM Depot, Md., awaiting equipment 
and under orders for permanent station 
at Ft. Riley, Kans. It is equipped with 
five experimerttal light cars of the 
Whippet or Chevrolet type, completely 
armored and mounting one .30-caliber 
tank machine gun, and with 6 medium 
ears (Franklin 95-H.P. engine 4-wheel 
drive). These six medium cars have 
been constructed in pairs to diversify 
as far as possible the experimentation. 
One pair has a .50-caliber water-cooled 
gun as its main armament; one pair 
carries a Lewis gun as its main arma- 
ment, and the remaining pair a Brown- 
ing machine rifle. All cars carry either 
two Lewis guns or two machine rifles 
to be mounted on brackets outside the 
cars for use as anti-aircraft weapons 
when halted. All guns, except the .50- 
ccliber, can be used for anti-aircraft 
fire. Preliminary experiments indicate

Many Vessels Answer 

FROM Manila to mid-Atlantic, re-

Academies May Play 
JRESUMPTION of athletic relations 
between West Point and Annapolis 
is again looming up with the possibil- 
ity of a post season football game on 
Dec. 6, the proceeds of which would 
be turned over to charity. 

Under the spur of relieving the un- 
employment situation, a drive for an 
inter-Service game, the most colorful 
athletic event in the country, has been 
launched and the appeal has been car- 
ried directly to the Secretary of War 
and the Secretary of the Navy. 

Both of the Secretaries have the mat- 
ter under advisement and it is ex- 
pected that definite action will be taken 
with but little delay. It is understood 
that the question was taken up at the 
Cabinet meeting yesterday and a seri- 
ous consideration was being given it. 

A commission from New York City 
headed by Grover Whelan, former Com- 
missioner of Police, made a formal 
personal request of both Secretary Hur- 
ley and Secretary Adams on Nov. 7. 

Following the conferences Mr. Whel- 
an stated that Secretary Hurley 
“looked with sympathy on the proposal 
but desired to discuss it with his sub- 
ordinates before making any decision.” 

With reference to the Navy’s atti- 
tude, Mr. Whelan said “Secretary 
Adams stated that the Navy was 
teady to play such a game (referring to 
the Committee’s request for a charity 
football game in which the Navy would 
participate, though not specifying an 
Army-Navy Game).” 

He stated further that “details for 
the game have not been worked out 
yet but the Committee will try to ar- 
Tange a post season game to help the 
unemployment situation in which the 
Navy team will play.” 

Following the Washington inter- 
views the Committee went direct to 
Annapolis for a conference with the 
Superintendent of the Naval Academy. 


Prior to this late development, for 
several days there has been consider- 
able agitation for such a game. Press 
Teports indicated that the authorities 
at the Naval Academy were willing to 
Play the Army if weather conditions 
Permitted it and that West Point au- 
thorities felt that it was impractical 
to attempt to play so late in the year.

Five chaplains 
were appointed in the Army, one cler-

National Guard. There are 206 
chaplains in the National Guard and of 
this number 165 have a dual status by 
being members of the Chaplains’ Re- 
serve. 


Reserve Corps. There are 1120 
chaplains in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, 32 of whom are under the as- 
signment jurisdiction of the Chief of 
Service. Many have taken the oppor- 
tunity to serve for a period of active 
duty training at Summer camps. The 
Reserve chaplains are represented by 
grades as follows:

During the fiscal year there were 
18,791 religious services conducted on 
military reservations and transports 
at which approximately 1,774,180 were 
in attendance. These figures include 
1,422 services conducted by civilian 
clergymen. However, the above figures 
do not take into account the large at- 
tendance of military personnel at serv- 
ices in churches near military stations, 
nor does it include all the services con- 
ducted by chaplains of the National 
Guard and Organized Reserves in Sum- 
mer activities. 

Active Duty Training. A large num- 
ber of the members of the Chaplains’ 
Reserve Corps are taking advantage of 
the provisions made in Army regula- 
tions for active duty training. These 
are regarded as unmistakable indices 
of an increased interest in qualifying 
for efficient service in the event of a 
national emergency. 

The cornerstone for the Walter Reed 
Memorial Chapel was laid with fitting 
ceremonies on May 28, 1930. This 
chapel is to be a joint product, the 
larger part of its cost being met by 
voluntary private subscription, the bal- 
ance by Congressional appropriation. 
The Society of Gray Ladies of Wash- 
ington has been the principal agency 
in the procurement of private funds 
for this undertaking. 

Alterations and improvements have 
been made on a few of the existing 
chapels. The structure at Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex., has been remodeled at 
an approximate cost of $9,000.00. A 
vestry was added to the chapel at Ft. 
Sill. New pipe organs with chimes 
were installed at Ft. Monroe, Va., Ft. 
Amador, Canal Zone, and Ft. McPher- 
son, Ga., and at Ft. Snelling, Minn. 

Sunday Schools. Sunday Schools for 
the children and adults of the Army 
are increasing in popularity, enrollment 
and effectiveness. This phase of youth 
training is second to none in impor- 
tance in the chaplain’s program. 

Adolescen. Societies. Encourage- 
ment has been given to chaplains to 
organize or encourage and assist in the 
organization and programs of both Boy 
and Girl Scouts. From both experience 
and observation it is the mature con- 
viction of all who are in a position to 
judge that no organization of adoles- 
cent youths holds such promise for the 
development of character and citizen- 
ship ccnsciousness as the Scouts. Tak- 
ing the boy and the girl at the crucial 
time of the awakening of self con- 
sciousness, it turns the surplus atten- 
tion and energy of the adolescent mind 
and body into useful, honorable and 
patriotic channels. Its value in the 
lives of boys and girls at this critical 
age in both a positive and a negative 
way can not be overestimated, and 
this office will continue to give its un- 
qualified support and assistance to 
Scout activities. Chaplains of the Reg- 
ular Army have developed or are de- 
veloping all the possibilities in this 
realm within their respective com- 
mands.

grown in popular favor to the extent 
that civilian congregations in no con- 
siderable number have adopted the idea 
for special occasions. In several cities 
there are held annual massing of colors 
services, with attendance mounting into 
the thousands. Church parades are 
appropriate parts of Summer Training 
Programs. Led by the band the men 
are marched, Protestants, Catholics and 
Jews, in military formation, to their 
respective places of worship. Some- 
times the place of meeting is in a 
chapel of permanent or temporary con- 
struction, sometimes in a natural am- 
phitheater suited to the occasion. Un- 
der favorable weather conditions the 
cathedral of the great outdoors fre- 
quently affords unsurpassed facilities 
for worship, and religious services in 
sylvan surroundings, by reason of their 
novelty, make a stirring appeal to 
young men from city centers. 


Chaplains’ Sunday services in many 
posts have been regularly broadcast to 
unseen audiences, which in a single 
station like Walter Reed General Hos- 
pital where weekly broadcasts are fea- 
tured for patients, easily reach thou- 
sands. The annual Easter Sunrise 
Service at this latter-named station 
was attended by 12,000 in 1930, besides 
being broadcast through more than 
twenty stations in the United States 
and Canada. 


On July 30, 1929, a policy of placing 
two chaplains on permanent transport 
duty for the New York-San Francisco 
and the San Francisco-Manila voyage 
was approved and carried into effect. 
As there are five Army transports and 
only two chaplains on permanent trans- 
port duty, obviously the system is not 
perfect and can not be until adequate 
chaplain personnel is authorized for the 
Regular Army to meet all the needs 
which at present exist for religious 
ministration. 


Publication. For years this Corps 
has looked forward to the establish- 
ment of some sort of printed medium of 
inger-communication which would at 
the same time promote the things of 
mutual interest to Regular Army, Na- 
tional Guard and Reserve Chaplains.

"THE battery of four 38-inch M2 Mo- 

bile Mounts has performed with a 
total absence of material failures. The 
defects in connection with leakage of 
air and grease around the packings of 
the 105 mm pneumatic rammers have 
been overcome by the use of special 
silver ring packings furnished by Rock 
Island Arsenal. Otherwise, the 105 
mm guns have performed very satis- 
factorily and the results of the findings 
have been considerably better than in 
previous years. Several practices 
have been fired at ranges up to 15,000 
yards, and hits have been obtained at 
extreme ranges. 


Several extractors have broken in 
the’ preliminary test of the 37 mm 
automatic guns but this defect has 
been corrected by a change in the de- 
sign. The results of the tests to date 
indicate that the guns will perform 
with very few stoppages, or material 
failures. A satisfactory percentage of 
hits has been obtained when using the 
stereoscopic fire director to contro] the 
fire of this battery. 


Several changes have been made in 
the Multiple Machine Gun Truck 
Mount, T2, with the result that the 
functioning has been very much im- 
proved. The Coast Artillery appear 
to be very much pleased with this 
mount, and it is expected that its de- 
velopment will be continued. 


The new medium Tank, T-2, has been 
delivered to Aberdeen Proving Ground 
after the successful completion of 
about 250 miles of shop test. This 
vehicle is now being subjected to an 
extensive test at the Proving Ground 
before submission to test by the using 
service at Ft. George G. Meade, Md. 


In order to provide six light tanks 
of higher tactical. speed than the 
standard six-ton tank M1917 for test 
in the mechanized force, the procure- 
ment of six Franklin air-cooled en- 
gines, the assembly of these engines 
in six six-ton tanks M1917 and after 
a brier test prior to delivery to the 
commanding officer of the mechanized 
force was authorized. 


An order has been placed with the 
White Company of Cleveland, for one 
six-wheeled four-wheeled drive prime 
mover for an extensive service test by 
the Coast Artillery as a prime mover 
for the new 3-inch mobile antiaircraft 
gun and carriage, a trailed load 
weighing a little over eight tons. The 
specifications for this vehicle are 
based on general specifications sup- 
plied by the chief of the Coast Artil- 
lery. This prime mover will be fur- 
nished with a new type of light track 
which can be fitted over the four rear 
driving wheels so as to increase the 
cross country mobility of this prime 
mover when necessary.

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NEW DEPENDENTS’ HOSPITALIZATION BILL TO BE PRESSED 
wits the opening of the short session of Congress, one of the measures which 

the Navy Department will press before Congress will be legislation to al- 
low the admission of dependents of Navy and Marine Corps personnel to naval 
hospitals. A bill to this effect (H. R. 7972) has been buried in the House Naval 
Committee for some time, and it is expected that another measure will be sub- 
stituted for this one before action is asked for. This is under discussion now 
in the Department. Enactment of legislation along these lines would necessitate 
some increase in facilities and personnel of the Medical Corps of the Navy, and 
a difference of opinion as to the draft of a bill now under discussion at the Navy 
Derartment centers around this point. The Medical Corps insists that if the 
families of officers and men of the Service are to receive medical attention and 
hospitalization, that the size of the Corps must be greatly increased and that 
larger facilities must be provided to take cars of them. As present appropria- 
tions allow only 874 medical officers to be carried and the authorized strength of 
the Corps is 1211, others argue that larger appropriations would be needed, 
rather than an increase in authorized strength, if legislation allowing dependents 
to be hospitalized were enacted. There is a further difference of opinion as to 
whether the present hospital facilities, with gradual acquisition of additional 
equipment would care for the increase, or whether immediate new construction 
would be necessary should the bill pass.

“PUSHING ARMY BUILDING” IS MOSTLY TALK 

A GREAT deal of talk has been heard during the past week as to progress made 

by the administration in unemployment relief by starting to work on the 
Army housing program and by expediting work already begun. That the Army 
building program has and will prove an important factor in relieving present 
conditions, is a welcome fact, but the startling news stories as to the administra- 
tion jumping into the breach by ordering the War Department to proceed with 
so many million dollars worth of construction is merely propaganda. As a 
measure to restore optimism in the country and as political capital, it does no 
harm and may have some good effect, but actually, nothing of consequence has 
been done, which was not already being done. 

The Quartermaster Corps of the Army has been doing admirably in pushing 
forward the housing and technical construction of the Army for the past few 
years, as fast as funds were available and as fast as plans could be drawn and 
contracts let. -If any possible expedition could have been effected, it was done 
last Winter when the administration issued the same'orders and announcements 
they are making now, to stimulate business recovery. There are just so much 
appropriations to be expended and no more. If the administration wants to be 
of genuine aid to.the Country and the Army it should appropriate larger amounts 
in this Fall’s supply bill. 


TECHNICAL REGULATIONS ISSUED ON RIFLE GRENADES 
ISTRIBUTION is now being given to the new Technical Regulation (TR 
1350-C) which treats of the handling of Rifle Grenades. The regulations are 
intended for the using arms and the Ordnance Department. Compiled under 
the direction of the Chief of Ordnance, they give all the necessary information 
regarding the construction, functioning, and identification of the different types 
of rifle grenades and components thereof. 











VALUE OF BUREAU OF NAVIGATION COURSES PROVED 
(oLD statistics prove the value of the training courses of the Bureau of 

Navigation according to results accomplished in the Fleet this year. 

Returns from the ships afloat show that the battleship whose personnel 
completed the greatest number of training courses in gunnery ratings stood 
first in the annual gunnery competition. The battleship taking least interest 
in training courses stood last in gunnery. 

Likewise, the cruiser which stood one in engineering efficiency was the 
one whose personnel had completed the most engineering courses, while the one 
standing lowest had completed the least number. 

The Navy issues 104 training courses in pamphlet form for the benefit of 
enlisted personnel in every rating, from the fire controlman in the foretop to 
the fireman deep in the vitals of the ship. The training courses are carefully 
prepared by naval officers on duty in the Bureau of Navigation, Navy Depart- 
ment, and the courses are conducted aboard ships of the Fleet by officers in 
the departments concerned. 





COMMISSIONED WO SUES FOR PAY OF GRADE 
AINTAINING that he is entitled to the pay of the third pay period when he 
actually completed the required service and not when the Department notified 

him of the fact two years later, Henry McEvoy, chief gunner, USN, has, through 
his attorney, Gen. Samuel T. Ansell, filed suit against the Government in the 
Court of Claims for $1,672.50. 

Mr. McEvoy told the court that he completed 12 years of commissioned 
service on Dec. 20, 1927, but that the Department did not notify him formally of 
this fact until Dec. 18, 1929. The Comptroller General ruled that he was not 
entitled to the pay of the third grade until the later date when the Secretary of 
the Navy issued a certificate of creditability of record.

COL. RICKENBACKER HONORED FOR VALOR IN FRANCE 
Cot. EDWARD V. RICKENBACKER on Nov. 6 was presented with the Con- 
gressional Medal of Honor by President Hoover at a ceremony held at Boll- 
ing Field. The medal was awarded for a deed of valor performed in France 
when, single-handed, he attacked seven enemy planes, shooting down two of them. 

The President, in presenting the medal, called attention to the extreme haz- 
ards of aviation at the time Col. Rickenbacker made his record, and alluded to 
him as “the universally recognized ace of aces of the American forces.” “Your 
record,” Mr. Hoover said, “is an outstanding one for skill and bravery and a 
source of pride to your comrades and countrymen.” 

A number of the ex-members of the 94th Squadron were present to witness 
the honoring of their comrade. Only three former members of the unit are still 
in the Air Corps; they are: Maj. Maxwell Kirby, Maj. Spatz and Capt. Frank 
O’D. Hunter. 

Prior to the ceremony, newspaper men questioned former Brig. Gen. William 
Mitchell, one-time Assistant Chief of the Air Corps, as to whether or not he 
would attend. He replied that he would not because he “had not received an 
invitation.” He said that his absence was in no way a reflection on Col. Ricken- 
backer, whom he termed “the gratst individual flier in the Army” at the time 
of the signing of the Armistice.

Hospitalization for Retired 
ECRETARY of the Navy, Charles 
Francis Adams, is notifying retired 
enlisted men of the Navy and Marine 
Corps and transferred members of the 
Fleet Naval Reserve and Fleet Marine 
Corps Reserve of the stipulations under, 
which they will be entitled to hospi- 
talization through the United States 
Veterans’ Bureau under the Act of June 
11, 1930. 


The Official notification follows: 

“You are hereby notified that the 
Act of June 11, 1930, provides that re- 
tired enlisted men of the Navy or Ma- 
rine Corps and transferred members 
of the Fleet Naval Reserve and the 
Fleet Marine Corps Reserve shall be 
considered veterans within the meaning 
of the laws relating to hospitalization 
under the Veterans’ Bureau. Accord- 
ingly, in the event you participated in 
any war, military occupation or mili- 
tary expedition, you are entitled to 
hospitalization under the U. S. Vet- 
erans’ Bureau without deduction from 
your retired pay or retainer pay of 
the sum of seventy-five cents per day 
for hospital rations while in a. Gov- 
ernment hospital. 


“The following portion of a letter 
from the Director of the Veterans’ Bu- 
reau setting forth the procedure to be 
followed by you is quoted for your 
information: 


“*You are informed that any ex- 
service men falling within the above 
classifications should make application 
for hospitalization to the regional office 
of the Veterans’ Bureau in the State 
in which they reside. Upon receipt 
of a communication from the individ- 
ual concerned the Regional Manager 
will immediately forward an applica- 
tion blank which is to be completed by 
the applicant and returned to the re- 
gional office together with his last hon- 
orable discharge. The regional office 
will then decide as to the legal eligi- 
bility and take such steps as are indi- 
cated to secure the desired hospitaliza- 
tion; in the event the applicant is al- 
ready hospitalized, he will revert to a 
U. S. Veterans’ Bureau status as of 
the date his application is approved in 
the regional office and eligibility de- 
cided. 


“‘The Regional Offices of this Bu- 
reau in the various States have been 
instructed along these lines with refer- 
ence to take hospitalization of those 
persons falling within the Act of June 
11, 1930.’ 


“The Navy Department has arranged 
with the Veterans’ Bureau to have the 
Fleet Reserve certificate in the case of 
transferred members of the Fleet Naval 
Reserve and the letter of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy and orders to enlisted 
men placing them on the retired list 
and in the Reserve, accepted to estab- 
lish identity in lieu of the honorable 
discharge which is required of other 
veterans. It is suggested that you 
make certain that this means of iden- 
tification is kept available and that 
you acquaint yourself with the ad- 
dress of the Regional Manager to 
whom application would be made in 
order to avoid delay in obtaining medi- 
cal treatment and in case of an emer- 
gency. 

“You are further advised that under 
a decision by the Comptroller General 
of the United States any medical treat- 
ment or hospitalization under this law 
must be obtained through the United 
States Veterans’ Bureau and that if 
you apply direct to a Naval Hospital 
for medical treatment or hospitaliza- 
tion it will be necessary that you pay 
seventy-five cents per day into the hos- 
pital fund for rations while in the hos- 
pital. Attention is also invited to the 
fact that by application to the Vet- 
erans’ Bureau you not only avoid this 
subsistence charge but become eligible 
for transportation expenses incident to 
hospitalization.”

NAVY CHEERING IMPROVED 

Annapolis, Md.—At every game 
played this year spectators have be- 
come enthusiastic over Navy’s new 
cherring features between the halves. 

The new system of cheering combines 
sound, color, outline and movement, in 
such a way that large moving pictures 
with sound accompaniment can be pre- 
sented to the spectators. 

At the Princeton game nearly 2,000 
midshipmen participated in producing 
a caged tiger that lashed its tail and 
growled loud enough to be heard a mile 
away. moving, growling jungle 
cat nearly 300 feet large had never 
before been presented in an Eastern 
Stadium. ; 

Under the present idea the cheering 
sections are required to put in almost 
as much practice each week as the foot- 
ball squad, as new features are devel- 
oped. Each week new sets of pictures 
are worked out by a design committee. 
When this is completed mimeograph 
machines run off special instructions 
for the entire student body. During the 
week numbers are assigned different 
groups of midshipmen and large sheets 
of cardboard in different colors as- 
signed the group. When all details 
have been completed the cheer-leaders 
flash a signal and instantly the 2,000 
midshipmen bend low. On a whistle 
they suddenly appear again and the 
picture they present is probably 4 
bursting bomb in colors and with sound. 
Much of the system is original with 
the Navy cheering-section, though the 
idea is of far western origin. 

In several of the games this season 
there has been difficulty in clearing 
the field of spectators in front of the 
cheering section so the second half 
could start on time. 

The complicated nature of presenta- 
tion is such that only cheering sections 
accustomed to drilling together, and 
trained in mass timing, could present 
it in interesting and varied form.

NEW FORCE FOR National Defense is about to be launched. It con- 

stitutes a combination of all elements in the country interested in this vital 
factor of American life. It will be given effect by a committee made up of dis- 
tinguished and influential representatives of the National Guard and the Re- 
serves. That committee will present a well defined program to the President 
and the Congress, and as that program will have the full support of civilian com- 
ponents and civilian national defense organizations, the chances of its adoption 
are bright. ~ 





NE OF THE PRIME features of the program will be that of increased pay 
for the Regular Services. Because of their relation to the Services, the busi- 
ness men participating, like Col. Walter C. Cole, president of the ROA, and the 
author of the new movement, realize the poverty of the compensation granted 
to officers and enlisted men, and they are determined to see that a living scale 
be authorized. In addition, they will oppose the heavy cuts in expenditures, which 
the administration is making, and in appropriations for the -next fiscal year, 
which are proposed. The steps that will be taken are welcome. They will 
parallel those of the American Legion, the American Federation of Labor and 
the Chambers of Commerce of the country, certainly in the matter of in- 
creased pay. 





A PMISTICE DAY WILL be celebrated next Tuesday. It recalls poignant 

memories and forgotten lessons. It revives the history of the struggle in 
which American blood was freely shed, to achieve the ideal of the end of all 
war, and it brings anew to the mind the terrible cost of unpreparedness. Look- 
ing at the world today, we find civil war raging in Asia and South America, and 
a condition in Europe, which presages another gigantic conflict. We see Europe, 
in spite of its hypocritical declarations for disarmament, in reality, an armed 
camp. And we see the United States steadily reducing and weakening its 
strength, though it is the richest prize humanity has ever known. 





PPARENTLY THE UNITED STATES has become the protagonist of naval 

disarmament. Great Britain can do little—her contiguity and her interests 
in conflict prevent her from having any effect in the promotion of an agreement 
between France and Italy. So-the United States has stepped in, whether at 
the request of the London government, or upon its own initative, remains to 
be seen. That distinguished diplomat, Ambassador Hugh Gibson, has visited 
Rome and Paris and has sought to bring the two capitals together. Reports 
say he has failed, but we will know definitely from the developments at the 
Geneva Disarmament Conference. In the meantime, France hails our interven- 
tion as a further demonstration of the interlocking of our interests with those 
of Europe. Shades of George Washington! 





ALTHOUGH AWARE OF the fact, we are chagrined by the confirmation 

from the Foreign Policy Association that the United States, the birthplace 
of the aeroplane, is behind France as an air power. Italy has third, Great 
Britain fourth, and Japan, fifth rank. Popular opinion throughout the country 
will be shocked at our air position, and, when Congress meets next month, ques- 
tions will be asked to determine the reasons for it. There will be no difficulty 
in fixing the responsibility. Mistaken economy in dealing with the air require- 
ments of the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, is to blame. We believe 
the House Military and Naval Committees will call for the facts, and we an- 
ticipate they will express themselves emphatically against the cuts ordered. 
Moreover, these committees will begin to give consideration to further air pro- 
grams, and we are confident they will authorize construction which will prevent 
the United States from being second in the air as it is second upon the seas. 





T IS A FAIR CONCLUSION that the election on Tuesday last was in the 

nature of a general disapproval of the policies of the Administration. When 
Secretary of State Stimson addressed the Republican State Convention, he cited 
as one of the foremost reasons for popular support of the Republican nominee 
the disarmament achievements of the Administration. Gov. Roosevelt was re- 
elected by an epochal majority. We welcome the election of Dwight W. Morrow 
as United States Senator from New Jersey. A strong, forceful personality, 
keenly interested in our international relations, and aware of the necessity of 
preparedness, he. will be a strong exponent of national defense. Mr. Morrow 
was a member of the London Disarmament Conference. It was expected he 
would win by 200,000 majority; his majority was about half that. James Ham- 
ilten Lewis, in his speeches in Hlinois, advocated appropriations for the Army 
and the Navy to be used in work which would help the unemployment situation. 
He was elected to the Senate. In brief, we hold it to be a fair assumption that 
there has not been that popular approval of the diminution of our national 
defense force which was anticipated from the vociferations of the pacifists. 
No doubt this will be the view of Congress when it begins consideration of the 
military and naval estimates, ;

R. E. C—yYou are not entitled to 
“adjusted compensation” or any bonus 
under any of the acts passed for this 
purpose, because of your commission 
status in the Navy. Neither are you 
entitled to any disability allowances 
authorized under the World War Vet- 
erans’ Act, 1924, and as amended July 
3, 1930. However, under the act of 
July 3, 1930, you became eligible for 
hospitalization in Veterans’ Bureau in- 
stitutions without any deduction from 
your retired pay.

J. G. R.—A retired enlisted man is 
given a pension in view of past ser- 
vice, therefore he is not in the same 
status as a civilian, but comes under 
the direct control of the War Depart- 
ment. A retired enlisted man would 
not be dropped from the rettired list 
for an offense against civilian laws, 
if such an offense were reported. A 
general court-martial would be re 
quired to have any affect on his 
status. A regular Army retired man 
who served during the time of emer- 
gency, is eligible for active member- 
ship in the American Legion.

Williamstown Institute 


NDER the title “Summer Sewing

whose closed minds and emotional bias 
utterly unfitted them to conduct en- 
lightening discussion.”

(Continued from First Page) 
matter, as the report will be forwarded 
by him to Senator Reed, Chairman of 
the Pay Committee, and the content of 
the report and the Comptroller’s rec- 
ommendation will be given out, if at 
all by him, after the Committee has 
decided upon a course of action. 

It is interesting to note that all mem- 
bers of the Joint Pay Committee will 
be present in the 72nd Congress. 
Though the Committee, if it does not 
complete its work before March 4, 1931, 
goes out of existence at that time, 
if it should not complete its work, the 
fact that none of the members of the 
Committee will be “lame ducks” is en- 
couraging. As re-elected members are 
expecting to come up for re-election 
in two or four years’ time as is the 
case of the senatorial members of the 
committee, they are responsible to 
their constituents for their actions and 
should heed the strong demand of pub- 
lic opinion for remedial pay legislation. 


Adm. Rodman Wins Suit 


HE United States Court of Claims 

handed down a decision in favor of 
Rear Adm. Hugh Rodman, USN, Nov. 3, 
in his suit against the Government for 
allowances while on active duty. 

With the decision comes determina- 
tion as to the right of retired rear ad- 
mirals of the Navy to receive sub- 
sistence and rental allowances while 
serving on active duty, and the decision 
in this test case establishes a prece- 
dent for many claims which hang upon 
the same point of law. 

The right of retired rear admirals to 
receive allowances while on active duty 
hinged upon the question, as to whether 
Section 17, the Pay Act of 1922, re- 
pealed the Act of Aug. 29, 1916. The 
1916 Act provided that retired officers 
of the Navy should, while on active 
duty, receive the pay and allowances of 
not above the rank of lieutenant com- 
mander. The 1922 Act stated that offi- 
cers of the Army and Navy below the 
rank of brigadier general and commo- 
dore should receive full active-duty pay 
and allowances when on active duty. 

In a series of decisions the Comptrol- 
ler General has ruled that fhe 1922 Act, 
though not specifically so stating, or 
mentioning at all officers of the rank 
of brigadier general and commodore 
and above, they were not entitled to al- 
lowances while on active duty, as pro- 
vided in the 1916 Act. 

By this decision the Court of Claims 
overrules the comptroller and allows of- 
ficers of flag rank in the Navy to receive 
active-duty pay and allowances of a 
lieutenant commander while on active 
duty, which usually amounts to more 
than their retired pay, and should al- 
low many officers whose right to such 
allowances has been denied them by the 
comptroller to recover from the Gov-

(Continued from First Page) 
unless it is extended by Congressional 
action until pending personne! legisla- 
tion is enacted, five captains and three 
commanders are slated for retirement 
next year under the service in grade 
provision of the law. 

If no action is taken by Congress, 
there would be an automatic reversion 
to the old status of retirement for age 
in grade under which nine captains and 
three commanders would go out dur- 
ing the calendar year 1931. 

Under a return to the old system 
provision would have to be made by 
the board for 22 captains instead of 
18 and for 34 commanders instead 
of 30. 

While there are two vacancies in the 

de of rear admiral prior to next 
une, this had no bearing on the 
change of policy which was made by 
the department largely because of ad- 
vantages accruing by being able to 
formulate ahead of time the changes in 
assignment and permit the older of- 
ficers especially to have advance notice 
of impending changes in station. 

One reason for wartime legislation 
permitting the Secretary of the Navy 
to convene the board at any time was 
the necessity for waiting for the “re- 
turns” on the number of midshipmen 
graduating each June so that the per- 
centage of officers to be selected could 
more accurately be estimated. 

With this situation stabilized in view 
of the fact that more than a sufficient 
number will be graduated yearly, this 
necessity no longer exists. 

But one serious objection against 
the December sessfon- can be raised. 
There are some captains in line for 
promotion who are commanding battle- 
ships or holding responsible billets 
with the Fleet. Should any of them 
be “passed over” it will be too late to 
withdraw them from the fleet during 
the Winter activities, the most im- 
portant time for those officers selected 
to be with the forces afloat. In the 
past it has been customary to make 
the changes during the dull Summer 
period that follows the board’s session. 

At first glance it would appear that 
naval aeronautics did not have a spe- 
cial representative on the board, but 
one of the good reasons for the nam- 
ing of Rear Adm.

as a captain and as his instructor. 
Thus he is some seven years my junior 
in age and in length of service. He is 
my senior in rank. Ordinarily, men in 
the Army do not like to be passed over 
by their juniors, but under the slow 
system of promotion in the Army, 
America has never developed a great 
soldier except by jumping juniors ver 
seniors. The records of Wood and 
Pershing have justified their being 
jumped to brigadier general from cap- 
tain, and the record of Douglas Mac- 
Arthur has justified hig being jumped 
to the same grade from major. 

_“As a West Point cadet he made the 
highest marks ever made at the Mili- 
tary Academy. After serving with dis- 
tinction in the Philippine Islands and 
in the Vera Cruz expedition, he entered 
the Great War as a division chief of 
staff. As a brigadier general he com- 
manded the 84th Infantry Brigade and 
later the Rainbow Division. His pro- 
motion to major general was pending 
when the Armistice was signed. 

“For distinguished service and gal- 
lantry in action he was awarded the 
Distinguished Service Medal, the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross (twice), the 
Silver Star citation (seven times), the 
French Croix de Guerre (four times), 
as well as a number of other foreign 
decorations. In his citation for the 
Distinguished Service Cross at the Cote- 
de-Chatillon, in France, it was stated 
that “on a field where courage was the 
rule, his courage was the dominant 
feature.” But not only is Douglas Mac- 
Arthur a brilliant officer and a gallant 
soldier, an administrator and an execu- 
tive, but he is also the possessor of that 
greatest of all human traits, common 
sense. He is: level-headed, clear and 
cool in his judgment, and a straight 
shooter; a true friend who carries con- 
viction to his subordinates by leader- 
ship and reason rather than by author- 
ity to command. 

“Never before has the President in 
time of péace had so brilliant an array 
of young major generals from which to 
select a Chief of Staff. Never before 
has he selected one who stood out so 
prominently above all others. 

“As a soldier I-can say no more 
than that if I had the choosing of my 
own commander-in-chief, he is the man 
that I would choose. 

“Gentlemen, I have the great honor 
of presenting to you Maj. Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur, who, on the twenty-second 
of this month, succeeds to the office of 
General and Chief of Staff of the Amer- 
ican Army.” 

Gen. MacArthur addressed the asso- 
ciation on the subject of the Far East. 
He said that the problem could not be 
solved by formula or set procedure. He 
advised a line of conduct gov- 
erned by four principles: Tolerance, 
balance, intelligence, and courage. By 
tolerance he meant we must be free 
from prejudice, non-partisan, giving 
every man the benefit of his own con- 
victions, and not trying to enforce our 
own. arbitrary decisions, and that we 
should have a sense of humor, accept 
life as it is, and not try to revamp 
other people according to our own. pat- 
terns. By balance he meant we must 
preserve our sense of proportion, go to 
essentials, and overlook unimportant 
details, that those in high positions 
must look to big things and leave 
smaller ones to subordinates. By in- 
telligence he meant that close study 
should be made to develop facts and 
decision reached by cold reason with a 
clear head not governed by personali- 
ties, by animosities, by prejudice, by 
precedent or by tradition. By courage 
he meant moral courage, the determina- 
tion to do the right thing at the right 
time and not to compromise with truth. 

On the afternoon of Nov. 5 Gen. Mac- 
Arthur was entertained at Gen. Ha- 
good’s quarters by a reception at which 
there were present about 250 Army con- 
tingent and 50 civilians. He declined 
invitations for that evening, and next 
morning, Nov. 6, he left for Kansas 
City. Gen. Hagood directed two auto- 
mobiles to meet him in Kansas City and 
remain at his disposition during his 
stay in this corps area.

the Distinguished Service Cross, and 
by the French Government by the Croix 
de Guerre with two palms, the election 
as an Officer of the Legion of Honor, 
and the Napoleonic decoration. 

Entering the Army from civil life 
on April 20, 1898, Col. Sheldon was as- 
signed as second lieutenant to the 22nd 
Inf., and went through the Cuban cam- 
paign and the Philippine Insurrection 
with that regiment. He served with 
General Funston in the drive which 
ended in the capture of the Philippine 
leader, Aguinaldo, and was cited for 
conspicuous gallantry in connection 
with the capture. 

After further service in the Islands 
as a major of Philippine Scouts, he re- 
turned to the United States and, fol- 
lowing his promotion to the rank of 
first lieutenant, entered the Infantry 
and Cavalry School at Ft. Leavenworth, 
of which he was an honor graduate. 
Following this, he was graduated from 
the Service and Staff College. 

As a captain, Col. Sheldon served 
with the 18th Infantry from 1904 until 
1917, the last six years as regimental 
adjutant, and shortly after his promo- 
tion to the rank of major, in 1917, he 
was ordered to Camp Green, at Char- 
lotte, as chief of staff under General 
Dickman to organize and train the 3rd 
Division, with temporary rank of lieu- 
tenant colonel. 

Col. Sheldon accompanied the 3rd 
Division to France and remained as 
chief of staff until its first operation, 
Chateu Thierry, later being transferred 
to Grand Headquarters for a brief pe- 
riod before taking command of a regi- 
ment in the Liberty Division. At the 
head of a battalion of this regiment, 
all his battalion commanders being 
casualties, Col. Sheldon stormed and 
captured the village of Grand Pre in 
one of the decisive engagements of the 
summer of 1918, receiving the Dis- 
tinguished Service Cross as a result 
of this action. For this and other en- 
gagements, he received several cita- 
tions from Gen. Pershing and the 
French Government, and was recom- 
mended for promotion to the rank of 
brigadier general. 

After the Armistice Col. Sheldon 
was assigned as Deputy Provost Mar- 
shall General at Paris and later went 
to Hungary as a member of the Allied 
Military Mission. Since his return to 
this country, Col. Sheldon had been sta- 
tioned at Governors Island, Detroit, 
and Albany until he retired a year 
ago, when he became associated with~™

Miss Bancroft Gherardi, 17 years old, 
goddaughter of the deposed Kaiser of 
Germany and a member of a family 
celebrated in the naval annals of the 
United States, died Nov. 2 in New 
York City after having been stricken 
by infantile paralysis. 

Her parents, Rear Adm. and Mrs, 
Walter R. Gherardi, the former the 
chief hydrographer of the Navy, now 
stationed in Washington, were at the 
bedside when death occurred. 

Stricken and paralyzed while attend- 
ing a private school nearby in Nor- 
walk, Conn., Miss Gherardi was rushed 
to the Medical Center, where artificial 
respiration was administered in a futile 
effort to save her life. 

Born in Berlin while her father was 
stationed in the American Embassy 
there as naval attache, she became the 
goddaughter of the Kaiser, who evi- 
denced a keen interest in her during 
the family’s sojourn there. 

She had made her home in Washing- 
ton on several occasions, principally 
while her father served as aid to Sec- 
retary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur 
about five years ago. He was confirm- 
ed as a rear admiral in June and sub- 
sequently named as chief hydrographer 
of the Navy after commanding the air 
squadron of the Pacific Fleet. 

Miss Gherardi comes of a distin- 
guished lineage on both sides of her 
family. She bears the name of her 
paternal grandfather, the late Rear 
Adm. Bancroft Gherardi. She is the 
niece of Adm. Jehu Chase, commander 
in chief of the United States Fleet, 
stationed on the battleship Texas. 

Her mother, the former Miss Ne- 
ville Taylor, was the daughter of Rear 
Adm. Henry Clay Taylor, an organizer 
and president of the Naval War Col- 
lege at Newport, R. I., whose brilliant 
record included service as commanding 
officer of the battleship Indiana in en- 
gagements during the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. 

Miss Gherardi also was the niece of 
the late Rear Adm. “Fighting Bob” 
Evans, a hero of the Battle of Santiago 
in the Spanish-American War as com- 
mander of the battleship Iowa. 

She also was a niece of Bancroft 
Gherardi of New York City, vice presi- 
dent and chief engineer of the Ameri- 
can Telephone & Telegraph Co. 

Funeral services were held Nov. 3 in 
Annapolis, Md.

This speed contest 
for pursuit planes is an annual event 
and is participated in annually by 
members of the First Pursuit Group 
of the Air Corps, the prize being the 
John L. Mitchell Trophy, which was 
donated by Col. William Mitchell, for- 
merly of the Air Corps, in memory of 
his brother, who was killed during the 
World War. 

The winner of this speed contest re- 
tains the trophy in his possession un- 
til the victor of the next year’s event 
is announced. Thus far, eight con- 
tests for this trophy have been held, 
the first one being staged in 1922 at 
Detroit, Mich., and won by Lt. D. F. 
Stace with an average speed of 148 
miles per hour. The following year, 
during the International Air Races at 
St. Louis, Mo., the late Capt. Burt F. 
Skeel carried off the honors, averaging 
a speed of 156 miles per hour. 

The high speed record for this an- 
nual classic was established in 1924, 
during the International Air Races at 
Dayton, Ohio, by the late Lt. Cyrus 
Bettis, who averaged 175.43 miles per 
hour. Incidentally, Lt. Bettis’ name 
is still associated with the world record 
for speed for airplanes over a closed 
course of 100 kilometers, he having 
averaged 249.342 miles per hour in the 
Pulitzer Trophy Race at Mitchel Fie!d, 
N. Y.,. in 1926.. In that . year,.. 14. 
Thomas K. Matthews won the Mitchell 
Trophy with an average speed of 161.5 
miles per hour. 

In 1926, when the International 
Races were held at Philadelphia, Lt. 
L. G. Ellicott won the trophy, averag- 
ing 160.43 miles per hour. In 1927, 
1928 and 1929, when the International 
Air Races were held at Spokane, 
Wash.; Los Angeles, Calif., and Cleve- 
land, Ohio, respectively, Lts. W. L. 
Cornelius, B. H. Lawson and Paul B. 
Wurtsmith were the respective win- 
ners. The first named officer aver- 

158.412 miles per hour; Lt. Law- 
son 154.743, and Lt. Wurtsmith 152.17 
miles per hour.

PROPER HOUSING 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
L® me congratulate the nerve of 
the writer who had an article in the 
Oct. 25 issue of the Army and Navy 
Journal relative to the deplorable con- 
dition of the officers, quarters at Ft. 
Meade, Md. I lived in one set of those 
quarters for five years, from 1922 to 
1927, which were still being used for 
officers’ quarters this Summer. To make 
the inside look habitable I was issued a 
barrel of old thick battleship grey 
paint secured from the Navy, and my 
wife, myself and a soldier from my 
company worked night, Saturdays and 
Sundays painting all woodwork, includ- 
ing the floors, this dismal grey. It 
cheered up the place like a morgue— 
but it was better than nothing; also 
I was issued a small amount of pink 
kalsamine to complete the color scheme. 
My children used to lose their 
marbles through holes in the floor, 
bored there, I suppose, to leg the 
water drain out when the floors were 
washed in the days when my quarters 
were used as a temporary barracks. 
To keep the snow and cold wind out I 
nailed strips of kindling wood over the 
larger air spaces and the smaller ones 
were caulked up with old rugs. I know 
a colonel there who brought caulking and 
caulked up his house like a boat. One 
evening while at a post social function 
I telephoned my home and asked the 
soldier there who was staying with 
the children if the rain was coming in. 
He stated that he could not find any 
more pans to collect the dripping wa- 
ter. When I arrived home there were 
17 pots and pans spread around col- 
lecting the water as it dripped and ran 
in, even down the electric light cords 
in the lower floor. The soldier was 
busy with the mop trying to save my 
furniture and rugs which he had 
moved around to advantageous places. 
I have served almost 14 years and 
right now am living in the best quar- 
ters that I have had in the Army. 
However, I am on commutation and 
paying a civilian $60.00 a month rent. 
While at Ft. Meade, Md., I nearly 
lost my son with double pneumonia, 
which I lay to the drafty condition of 
my quarters. Most of the time I was 
my own fireman and I shoveled many 
tons of coal. My duties prevented my 
being there during the day to keep 
the house warm and then my wife had 
to do this shovelling.

and true American spirit you have 
always shown in your wonderful jour- 
nal. I like the looks of prospects in 
regards to the pay bill. You have 
shown great interest for the Service 
and always have been a great help to 
the enlisted men. I am sure more pay 
would only be fair to everybody. 
There would not be so many desertions 
and a finer morale in the whole Ser- 
vice. For instance, the new man gets 
such small pay that he is easily dis- 
couraged and he gives a poor impres- 
sion to his friends. You have to ad- 
mit he is not exactly to blame. He 
should have more encouragement, then 
he will have more respect for his call- 
ing and that should be his strongest 
point of view for the good of the Ser- 
vice. 

He would be compensated for a good 
cause which should be the first and 
last word in efficiency. Thirty dol- 
lars per month would be small pay 
for the recruit at the present time. 

So many good men don’t get a fair 
break on retirement pay. The govern- 
ment did take 25 cents for six months 
each year for the Old Soldiers’ Home 
and no questions asked. If that was 
fair and square, why didn’t they ap- 
prove the one per cent retirement bill? 
Or why don’t they refund what they 
appropriated from the enlisted man? 
I think it would only be justice to re- 
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tire all enlisted men_on a fixed re- 
tirement pay bill—enough for all. 
Give the boy’s all an even break for 
what they have given in 30 years and 
what they will give for their country.

Talks On Merchant Marine 

‘TR‘HE American Merchant Marine” 

was the subje_i of a lecture very 
ably delivered by George W. Edmonds, 
manager of the Ocean Traffic Bureau 
of the Port of Philadelphia, to the 
students at The Quartermaster Corps 
School Nov. 6. 

Mr. Edmonds portrayed clearly the 
many and varied problems of the Mer- 
chant Marine and emphasized its im- 
portance both from a political and an 
economic standpoint. 

For a number of years Mr. Edmonds 
served as a member of Congress, rep- 
resenting the 4th Pennsylvanian Dis- 
trict, was chairman of the Claims 
Committee and acting chairman of the 
Merchant Marine Committee.

Amy Regulation 350-1100, insofar 
as it relates to the selection and 
detail of enlisted men for the Finance 
School, has been changed to read as 
follows: 

“Eligibility—Enlisted men_ selected 





“under these regulations for a course 


of instruction should be not more than 
45 years of age and have both natural 
intelligence and a grammar school edu- 
cation. Their physical and mental in- 
telligence and mental qualifications 
should be such that they can reason- 
ably be expected to complete satisfac- 
torily the course without interruption. 

“Recommendation—Suitable enlisted 
men for the enlisted men’s course will 
be recommended by finance officers, 
either upon the initiative of the lat- 
ter or when they are called upon to 
do so by higher authority. Men over 
45 years of age may be recommended 
if especially qualified.”

SAUCE FOR THE GOOSE 
Editor, Army and Navy Journal: 
I HAVE just fininshed reading in the 

Sept 23 issue of the Air Corps 
News Letter an account of a soldier 
that was tried by special court-martial 
at March Field, Calif., for the offense 
of sleeping on post as a sentinel. It 
seems that the officer of the day drove 
up in a large sedan and the soldier, al- 
though recognizing him to be an offi- 
cer, failed to stand at attention and 
render the required salute, explaining 
that he believed the officer to be “cased” 
(One of the general orders for a sen- 
tinel on post is to salute all officers 
and all standards of colors not cased, 

It occurred to me that this story has 
another, less humorous aspect. In the 
“good old days” the officer of the day, 
as well as the common prviate, did his 
tour of guard “on foot.” I know of 
no regulations or instructions issued 
by the War Department which permit 
the officer of the day to make his in- 
spections of posts while comfortably 
seated in his private automobile. If 
such action was authorized would it 
not be reasonable to permit the senti- 
nel to make use of such conveyance in 
making the rounds of his post? 

That story has a moral and that 
moral is this: He who demands strict 
adherence to regulations of his subor- 
dinates must make an example of him-

Financial Digest 

HHE current action of the market 
does not necessarily upset recom- 
mendations in favor of long pull ac- 
cumulation of common stocks but, un- 
doubtedly, it has discouraged day-to- 
day trading efforts on the long side, 
according to a recent E. A. Pierce and 
Co. stock letter. “Buying at the mar- 
ket” diminished appreciably as the re- 
cent moderate recovery progreses and 
it is undoubtedly true that those who 
are interested in purchasing stocks for 
long-term holding are not disposed to 
hurry their commitments but to set 

purchasing limits and wait. 

“Evidences of liquidation here and 
there continue, and while these indica- 
tions may not encourage general pres- 
sure in volume, they do undoubtedly 
have the effect of postponing buying 
considerations. It would look as if on 
the selling side activity was ‘at the 
market,’ while buying is still ‘ander 
the market.’ 

“Undoubtedly, the influence of third 
quarter earnings statements and fore- 
casts of little or no improvement in 
the fourth quarter are having their 
effect, not perhaps of influencing liqui- 


dation, but of keeping potential buyers 
away from actual commitments. 

“The weekly trade reviews indicating 
a further decrease in the rate of oper- 
ations at settle centers, pointing out 
that the immediate outlook lacked 
promise, probably had as much, if not 
more, to do with the selling in U. S. 
Steel than the failure of directors to 
declare a special dividend.”
